MOTION FOR EXTENSION OF TIME 

Noi-tli Ceiitral Telephone Cooperative Corporatioii ("North Central"), by couiisel, liereby 

inoves the Public Service Coiiiiiiissioii of the Coiiuiioiiwealth of ICeiituclcy (the Toiiuiiissioiil') for a 

two-week extension of tiiiie to file respoiises to Comiiiission Staffs First Data Requests. hi siippoi-t 

of its motion, North Central states as follows. 

Commission Staff issued its First Data Requests in the above-referenced matter on October 

23,2007, and established a November 2,2007 deadliiie for Noi-tli Central to respond. North Central 

lias worlted diligently to provide tlie Coiiiiiiissioii with tlie requested iiiforiiiatiori within the time 

allotted. However, in order to provide tlie Commission with &'a detailed explanation regarding tlie 

status of tlie fiber optic cable construction project within ICeiitucky aiid Teiiiiessee," for example, 

Noi-tli Central iiiust consult with its outside eiigiiieeriiig firiii. Key persoiiiiel from tlie eiigiiieeriiig 

fiiiii have been attending tlie ICeiitucky Telephone Associatioii and Teiiiiessee Telecoiniiiuiiicatioiis 

Association Joint Fall Meeting in Bowling Green, ICeiitucky, aiid therefore have been uiiavailable. 

111 addition, Data Request No. 3 seeks information tliat, as Liiiderstood by Noi-tli Central, 

requires it to esseiitially re-create its RUS broadband loan application using historical and forecasted 

data from 2003 tlirougli 20 12. The RUS broadband loan application is a voluminous docuineiit and, 

despite its best efforts, North Central lias not been able to prepare the docuiiieiit within the tiiiie 

allotted. Tlie five-year forecast requires North Central to obtain iiifoiiiiation from its outside 



engineering firiii. As mentioned above, key persoiiiiel from tliat film have been unavailable. 

Moreover, preparation of the forecast requires North Central to identify a multitude of variables and 

evaluate and estimate each variable’s impact on each asset, liability, i-eveiiiie source and expense for 

the forecasted five-year period. It took Noi-th Central several iiiontlis to prepare such a projection 

when it originally filed its RTJS broadband loan application in 2003. T~LIS ,  eveii with a two-week 

extension, it will be difficult for North Central to prepare the requested finaiicial data. Nonetheless, 

North Central will w e  its best effoi-ts to provide the Coiiiiiiissioii with the data it seelts. 

Accordingly, North Central respectfully requests that the Coiiiiiiission grant its iiiotioii for a 

two-week exteiisioii to respond to the Conmiission Staffs First Set of Data Requests.
